Madam Chairman, Mrs. Wildsmith and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in reporting that the health of our Rural Area has been 
extremely good. 


During 1965 there were no major epidemics of infectious disease. The 
last serious epidemic was of measles in 1961 when there were three hundred and 
nine notified cases. It is anticipated that a reliable measles vaccine will 
soon be available and this will eventually be incorporated in the combined 
vaccine against diphtheria and whooping cough which is, I understand, used by 
all Medical Practitioners in our District. 


The corrected area death rate you will observe was 10.06 per thousand of 
the population and the figure for England and Wales was 11.5. The live birth 
rate was 17.06 per thousand, the comparable rate for England and Wales being 
eighteen. 


There were one hundred and fifty six legitimate live births and thirteen 
illegitimate. Five babies were born dead. 


The Surveyor and Public Health Inspector's Report is included with mine 
and I thank him and all members of my Public Health Staff for their helpful 
co-operation curing the year.

The water supplied to this rural district is still obtained from two scources, 
the River Dove Water Board and the Derwent Valley Water Board, and during the 
year extensive sampling of water continued for bacteriological and chemical 
examination.

So far as properties belonging to the Council are conserned it is 
gratifying to report that all local authority built houses in the district 
are provided with standard amenities, ( a fixed bath in a bathroom and 
wash hand basin, hot water supply, water closet and satisfactory facilitics 
for the storage of food), for during the year the remaining 64 houses were 
provided with hot water systems and wash hand basins. 


Once again I have to report that the number of applications for 
Improvement Grants to provide standard amenities at private properties 
was relatively low. 

I would again record appreciation for the interest taken by the 
Chairman of the Council, Chairmen of the Committees, and all Members of 
the Council. 


I am also grateful to the Clerk of the Council and all members of the 
Staff for loyal co-operation.

TOTAL 
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WATER SUPPLIES 


The responsibility of the water supply was officially taken over by 
the newly formed North West Leicestershire Water Board on the first of 
October, 1965, but the Department was still in control at the end of the 
year as caretaker-managers. 


It is interesting to note that mains pipe water was brought to the 
Castle Donington area over seventy years ago, for in 1892 the first 
reservoir was constructed at Coppice Lodge. An arrangement was made with 
the Long Eaton Urban District Council for water from their Stanton-By- 
Bridge Works which the Urban District Council had put into commission 
two years before. At that time mains were taken to the parishes of Castle 
Donington and Kegworth. There was an increasing demand for mains water 
in other parts of the area and prior to the Second World War water in 
bulk was obtained from the Derwent Main of the Leicester Corporation. In 
1937 a scheme to combine the two sources of supply to provide water in 
pipes to the remaining villages in the district at an estimated cost of 
£10,600 was formulated and a Ministry of Health inquiry was held in 
February of that year. 


Formal consent to the scheme was given by the Minister in March 1938. 


The villages of Hemington and Lockington were supplied in October, 
1938 and the remainder of the scheme was completed at the close of 1939. 


The new reservoir with a capacity of 100,00 gallons was constructed 
adjacent to the existing Long Haton Urban District Council's reservoir at 
Coppice Wood and a 4'' main was laid to the existing reservoir at Highfields 
House (Kegworth) on the Ashby Road. 


Service mains were laid to the villages of Hemington, Lockington, 
Diseworth, Isley Walton, Wilson, Tonge and Breedon-On-The-Hill, the mains 
from the Coppice Wood and Highfields House reservoirs connecting to the 
main at Castle Donington on the road A. 453 between Isley Walton and Coppice 
Wood. In 1937 the parishes of Belton and Long Whatton were transferred to 
the Castle Donington Rural District Council, and about that time the mains 
water supply was also taken to these two parishes for the Loughborough 
Corporation had recently completed a general extension of their supply area. 


There was always a growing demand for water and improvements were 
carried out by the Council from time to time. During 1949 a 4" diameter 
main supplying Lockington Hall privately from the Leicester Corporation's 
33" diameter main on the A. 6 trunk road was purchased by the Council. 


Continued/ 
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WATER SUPPLIES (Cont'd) 


About two years ago the new one million gallom reservoir at the 
Coppice Wood was completed and put into commission on a site close by 
the reservoir that was constructed by the Council in 1902. 


By the end of the year the two contracts for reinforcing some of 
the older mains in both Castle Donington and Kegworth were almost 
completed. The only village without a piped water supply in the Rural 
Area is the parish of Charley, but it is pleasing to record that a 
joint scheme prepared by the Engineer and Manager of the Leicester 
Corporation's Water Department has been approved for the Copt Oak area 
and neighbouring districts. 


STREET LIGHTING 


The Council continued to co-operate with the Parish Councils 
concerning street lighting in the villages. Plans and details of 
proposed housing development were forwarded to the Parish Councils and 
in certain cases additional Group "B" lights were provided following 
representations from the Parish. 


SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


There were several improvement works carried out during the year 
that are worthy of note. At Belton a new pump house was erected with 
sewer to take the drainage from the properties on the Mill Lane to the 
existing sewers in the Market Place. 


Additional areas of land adjacent to the Disposal Works at Long 
Whatton was purchased by the Council to allow for recirculation of the 
effluent before final discharge to the brook course. This temporary 
measure is to be carried out until such tine as extensive alterations 
are made at the Works in an endeavour to treat the extra drainage from 
the Airport and produce an effluent to the satisfaction of the River 
Board. 
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SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL (Cont'd) 


The new extension to the sewer system on the east side of the 
Railway at Tonge was completed with a new pumping station at Moore 
Lane. A small temporary sewage plant that was constructed some years 
ago to accommodate drainage from the Post War Council houses at Peter's 
Close was dismantled and the land returned to agriculture. 


A scheme for sewage and separate Disposal Works at Wilson was 
approved by the Ministry with permission to invite tenders, 


The Council had also under consideration safety precautions at wotk 
places in their ownership, particularly at Sewage Works and Pumping 
Stations. The works carried out at the existing plants included fencing, 
wire mesh guards over open sumps, the addition of stays and half circular 
safety hoops on all vertical ladders. 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


In spite of the litter bins that are fixed at certain places in the 
area there is still a considerable amount of litter deposited on the 
streets. The Council felt that the gang system of road sweeping under- 
taken by the County Council was not frequent enough to keep pace with 
this untidiness, and during the year the Council decided to purchase a 
litter Vacuum Cleaner to be operated by one man for selected places in 
Castle Donington and Kegworth. 


There were no prosecutions brought under the Prevention of Litter 
Act, 1961. 


As refuse at premises continues to become more and morebulky"', fresh 
problems are met with both during collection and disposal. Like most 
other Local Authorities we find that the land available for the tipping 
of refuse is rapidly diminishing and if the present rate continues it is 
estimated that the Council owned tip on the Spittal at Castle Donington 
may be filled and levelled in about two years time. However, it is 
anticipated that permission to erect the proposed Refuse Incinerator on 
land off Trent Lane will be granted and the work put in hand during 1966. 
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REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL (Cont'd) 


There is another problem to be tackled in this "throw-away~age", for 
demands are often made on the Department to remove items of unwanted 
bedding, articles of furniture and other household fittings that are often 
dumped illegally on road verges, open and vacant pieces of land and in 
farmer's fields and ditches. Such deposits are an eyesore and unless strong 
action is taken and the penalties for dumping are increased, areas in the 
countryside could be spoilt. 


In February 1965 a circular was issued by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government making it an offence to deposit or leave disused cars on 
the roadside verges and other places. It is estimated that some 250,000 
old cars are now going out of use each year, therefore, it may be said 
that this is a necessary piece of legislation. 


Early in the year requests were received from the East Midlands 
Airport for services that would be required and in particular the collection 
and disposal of refuse. As a result the Council purchased two 8 cubic yard 
trailers to be sited on two selected places within the confines of the 
Airport. One at the main terminal buildings and one adjacent to the other 
buildings occupied by the principal operator. With the increased flow of 
traffic through the Airport, the inauguration of additional freight services, 
the amount of refuse for collection has considerably increased particularly 
in bulk. There was also an increase in the number of sub operators which 
necessitates the daily collection and emptying of the two trailers. 


If the present rate of expansion continues it may become necessary to 
revise the collection arrangements still further. 
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CARAVAN SITES AND 
CONTROL OF DEVELOPMENT ACT, 1960. 


There was a decrease in the caravan population during the year 
mainly on account of the opening of the East Midlands Airport at Castle 
Donington and the completion of the construction works on the Leicester- 
shire section of the M.1. Motorway. 


The two privately owned communal licenced sites in Castle Donington 
continued to be well kept and fully occupied. There was, however, a 
number of caravans sited on land without planning consent or the necessary 
amenities, and at the end of the year the Council had to consider appropriate 
action in accordance with the requirements of the Act. 


RODENT CONTROL 


Visits were made to premises on complaint and surveys and treatments 
for infestations carried out at the following:-
